"MALAYA'S FISCAL: POLICY, 


* Commenting on the stdtementthat 
‘a committee is to be appointed to 
consider preferential duties and a 
protective tariff for Malaya, the 
Malay Mai! writes.— 
Singapore, of course, if 
heen a free port. And. tothat fact is 
often attributed'its great prosperity, 
It is an entrepot or market, @ dis 
tributing and collecting . centre. 
When Sir Stamford Raffles left 
Singapore in 1823, the merchants 
presented’ a fareivell address, in reply 
to which he said:—'It has happily 
been consistent with the. policy ot 
Great Britain, and accordant with 
the principles of the East India Com: 
pany, that Singapore should be 
established as a free port; that 
no sinister, 10 sordid | view, 
no considerations ether of political 
~~ importance or pecuniary advantage 
: should interfere with the broad and 
Yberal principles on which the 
" British interests have heen establish- 
ed. Monopoly and exclusive privi- 
leges, against which public opinion 
has long raised’ its veice, are here 
unknown, and while the Free Port 
“of Singapore is allowed ‘to continue 
and prosper, as it 
the policy and 
‘East India Company, 
the settlement was , \founded, 
and under whose protection 
and control it is still administered, 
“eamnever’be disputed. That Singa- 
- pore will long and always remain a 
free port and that no taxes on trade 
or industry will be established Lo 
check its future rise and prosperity, 
I can have no donbt.” Nearly a 
hundred years later Sir Franks Swet- 
tenham wrote that “free trade and
